would interfere-in European states, The- 
idea—Utopian enough it may be in ite 
bare outline, but. susceptible we firmly 
believe: of practical development—has 
attracted some notice in other quarters, 
and-we observe with pleasure that sug- 
gestions tending to the same end have of 
late appeared in the columns of. North 
China contemporaries, The great draw: | 


{ back—in fact, the sole reason why “the. 


British Governnieut insists upon prac- 
tical “exterritorinlity as rogards its sub- 
jeots in China—is that the Chineso law 
founded upon tha penal code ‘outrages ; 


our sense of justice, even when -carried 
out in the strictest accordance with its 


provisions, and no European would be 
found to submit to what the native mind 
is accustomed to regard as justifiable se 
verity. Hence the impossibity of .the 
scheme we suggest being carried out un- 
til some niodification: takes place in the 
code of law... The real question hinges 
upon this possibility of. inducing -tke 


Chinese,. by force or persuasion, to so"fils 


make their principles of judicial admi- 
nistration accord with those of civilised © 
powers, as to permit of their being applied 
to Europeans who render themselves 
amenable to prosecution. We observe 
that a suggestion has been made by a 
correspondent of the Supreme Court and 
Consular Gazette, which, if it were practi- 
cable; would be an admirable step to 
wards the desived result. He says -— 


“Fam very anxious that you shonld ad- 
vocate in your influential paper the expedi- 
eucy at some future timo of all foreigners in 
China being made amenable to one law. I 
would proposes tho Cude Napoleon as the 
most comprehousive and complote ; first 
that it should be administered at every port 
by an official of the rank of Taoutai, in open 
Court, to be held between the hours of 10 
and 4, with a Consular Officer ag Assessor 3 
seoondly, that the finding‘or verdict should 


a higher Court at the Provincial Capital, 
where a resident officer, or Consul—call him 
what ‘yon will—shouid ,be stationed. and 
that-an appeal should lie from. this Court, . 
on the niotion of the resident official, to the 
High Authorities at Pekin. “The. several 
‘Taoutais would, it is of course supposed, 
uudergo 8omé preliminary training at Pekin 


-| before being nominated to an appointment. 


‘Though causes-or cases in which’ foreiguors 
alone were concerned, Were still to be 
tried at Shanghai, the main difficulties of ° 
exterritorial jurisdiction would vanish ; the 
necessity of expensive Consular. establish- 
ments at‘the var.ows purts would cease; the 
strong hand of the Law would be with diffi- 
“oulty avoided by tho evil door ;.and there 
would be reason to expect an impartial ad- 
ministration of justice, 

I offer the foregoing as little more than 
‘suggestions, *.** * The influence of 
the foreign Custom’s employéds and non-ju- 
dicial Consular Ofticers should prove ample 
to prevent any serious wroug being done 
the foréigner at a port, and a sense of res 
ponsibility, it is to be hoped, might lead the 
native official to take. more-impartial views - 
of matters than the present system.”

This inoroase in the value of imports over. 
exports has, as may reasunably be supposed, 
interfered to a considerable extent with the 
balance of exchange. In’ tormer days, 
China purchased so-few foreign -manufac- 
tures. that the import-of opium -becaine 
alniosb-a matter of necessity 10 adjust the 
balance of trate, - Before the opening of 
the -northern ports again, this import of 
opium: had so fat -turned the course of 
exchange as to raise in tho minds of the 
Chinese apprehensions of a drain ‘of specie 
from the ‘country. The increase in the 
exports of silk consequeut on the opening 
of the northern ports subsequent to the 


drain into the opposite. channel, and China 
for many yeats became the great absorbent 
of'the precious metals. ‘This second great 
reflux seoins now to have.coms to an end. 
So low bad exchange fallen during the past 
winter that auother farthing. would proba: 
bly have resulted in large, exports of. sycee, 
whilo at the present monient, notwithstanil- 
hig tho cnorimotts quantities, “of teas going 
forward, oxchange rules. at -an almost un- 
precedently low rate. To this fact is pro- 
bably to be atéributed much of the compe- 
tit on for exports; large remittances have to 
be made either-at a losing rate of exchmige, 
or at high prices whieh loive ulmost as 
little margin for safety ; trade in. fact auf.

might possibly. have: thrown a slur upon 
his fame. Mr Hoine, who, notwithstand- 
ing “weak health,” finds that spiritual 
agonta are veady to rap their applause even 
ina cab in motion, when it is: in motion 
towards the City. with a prospect of a 
transfer of stock into bis name at the end 
of the journoy, is surely unjust. either to 
his own character, or his unseen friends, 
or both, when ow the ground of ill-health

The genéral prin- 
ciples themaelves we-wnderstand to bd as 
follows :—that ull investigators “inst con- 
sont and desire to be ‘as critical. on the 
matter, anil as full of test-investigation iv 
regard to the subject, ‘aa any natural philo- 
sdpher is in’tespect of the germs of, his 
discoveries,” It is clear fiom the letter 
that, had Mr Home ‘heartily accepted this 
principle, and had the replies to Mr Fara- 
day’s -queries proved this, Mr Faraday 
would’ have been willing and avxions to 
join in the ‘investigation, To, illustrate
